2. Perſians, 3. Grecians. 4. Romans, But this is a lame Divi- 

ſion, and comes far ſhore of thac Tranſcendent Metamorphoſis of 
Humane Afﬀeairs, which by comparing ot Hiſtories, Obſervation of new Stars 
and Comets ( with the conſideration of the Manners and Conditions of Men ) 
we may eafily perceive muſt within this few Years ( from 1650, ſaith my Au- 
thor ) be brought upon the World, The learned Mathematicians and Aftrolo- 
gers ( who have more throughly ſearched intothe ſecrets of Aſrology and Nature) 
more rightly place the Four Monarchies according to the four Coaits of Heaven.

Eſdras himſelf, who hath bad that Reputation with ſome, 
is left out by the Decree of the late Council of Tree, and not without juſt 
Cauſe ; for all the latter Prophecies, which have made the World ring with their 
Noiſe againft Rome, are bur the Ecchoes of Efaras, and only give us io his 
words, often repeated, the Fall of the Reman Empire; as this Book will ſhew 


at large. AndI aſſure my ſelf, that whoſoever hath any Veneration for Eſdras, 


- cannot lightly deſpiſe the other, who are _—y inſpired with the ſame Spi-

ric, The Sibylline Prophecies may ſeem to be of the ſame Extra ; as they are 
allowed to beof like Antiquity with Eſdres, but they are neither ſo Expreſs, nor 
particular in their Predictions. Of what Spirit ſoever theſe Modern Prophecies 
were, they are ſo conſiderable, that he who by his Arms is reputed an Over- 
ballance to Europe, thinks no ſcorn to ſeek in the Aſhes of one of them ſome 
Encouragement to his Precenfions.

Sſure thy ſelf what ever Spirit dictated theſe Preditions, whether they 
be Crumbs fallen to Dogs, or Fragments of the Prophetick Bread bro- 
ken by the Spirir of Cheiſt in the Scriptures, aud therefore preſerved 
by Diſciples as well as they could in theſe homely Baskets, or not, that 

which _—_— will certainly ( in God's time ) by his Hand be effeaed, by 
ſuch Perſons, and in ſuch times as he pleaſes, in whoſe Power, Inſtruments, 
Times and Seaſons are reſerved : And therefore the Kingdom ſhall certainly be 
reſtored to his I/rae/, and that in the time of theſe Kings, who gave their Power 
to the Whore; but they then ſhall become Nurſing Fathers to his People, hate 
her, and burn her Fleſh with Fire, They, who have ſeen the yet ſmoaking 
Ruines of A/ſatia, are witneſſes for 4uſtria, France, and Italy, of what iflue 
theſe Wars will have, andwhat the Fomentors of them may expe at laſt. 


The intent of the worthy Authors and former Publiſhers of theſe Prophecies, 
was to reprove and admonith the Komar Church and Empire, becauſe of their 


cruel Perſecutions, and to comfort and encourage the Suffering Church and 
People under their Aﬀfictions, by a proſpe& of God's Juſtice on their Enemies 
certainly Predicted and partly Executed, as an earneſt of their Deliverance and 
Teſtimony to the trurh of theſe Prophecies.

Ir might have becn ſhown; thar tho 
the Weſtern great Toe, Fraxce, now ( and Spain heretofore ) may be formida- 
bly ſwola in its proportions in the Pops/b,as the Turkiſh in the Mibowmeten Antichri- 
ſtian World, yet neither the one nor the other ſhall ever come into one Stump

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$. 33. Obſerv, 3. It ſeems atleaſt to Heathens and Unbelievers,who by Aftroi 
logy have made a Language of the Stars to themſelves, according to which they 
gueſs at,or believe they underſtand Aﬀairs to come z God in Mercy,or Judgment, 
wonderfully condeſcends to give ſuch Men warvings according to their Capacities, 
who heed not his Word, nor the Prophecies of holy Mev, which would there: 
fore be ſent in vain unto them. Theſe Warnings therefore he ſends ther Come= 
times by extraordinary Stars, as at Chriſt's Birth, to the Wiſe Men of the Eaſt 
ſometimes by extraordioary Inſpirations, as by Ba/aam ; ſometimes by Viſions, 
as to Balaam ; ſometimes by Aftrologers, as in this caſe of theſe new Stars, 
But here, as I obſerved above, if Aſtrologers would conclude by thoſe they call 
Malevolent Aſpes, &«c. that the Aﬀairs of Good, Holy, and Heroick Princes 
would be Unſucceſsful, they ſhould mightily miſtake. For in their Concerns, 
ia whom God, his Glory and Kingdom is concern'd, that is Infallible :

$. 34. Obſerv, 4. From theſe Conſiderations, I hope, I may be partly au- 
thorized to conclude, that the Stars in Coſſiopea's Chair, and others fore-menci- 
oned, ſo obſerved by the great Tycho Brahe, and other Aſtronomers his Scholars, 
and Contemporaries and Followers, and by thoſe our Northern Wiſe Men, fo 
interpreted as above, may without any great Abſurdity, be ſaid ro hold ſome 
Analogy to that Star, which appeared to the Wiſe Men of the Eaſt at the time 
of our Saviour's Birth, That the fignificator of his Life on Earth was 'movea= 
ble, theſe the Precurſors of his Reign fixt, becauſe they were to ſignifie that King- 
dom to be Born, Riſen again, or Revived in the World, and particularly ac- 
cording to their Situation in Heaven in theſe Northern parts of the World, abouc 
the Year 1572, or 1600, which muſt prevail over the whole World, and abide 
till the end of it. 

$. 35. Obſerv. 5. I farther commend to Obſervation, from our learned Do. 
Qor and Aſtronomer's Diſcourſe : That it Comets and new Stars do ſo certainly 
and preciſely operate according to their Place, Appearance, Time and Motion, 
and the latter co-operate as more particular cauſes with the Northern fixed 
Stars, as more general cauſes than the late frequent Comets, and the Commoti- 
ons they lignife to thoſe that underftand, give credit to them,and are under their 
Dominion, and not exempt by ſome ſpecial Providence,do alſo firongly co-operate 
to the raifing or preparing Matter for the Fourth Monarchy which we expe&,and 
not the petty deſigns of the private Ambition of any Prince, King, or French, 
or other, how formidable ſoever they may ſeem at preſent, whatſoever their Con- 
federacy be, or whoever combine with them. Nor need any Chriſtian's Heart 
fail becauſe of chem, their Leagues, or Unions, or whatever Confuſions we ſee, 
feel, or fear to be brought by them, for all theſe little or greater Commotions, 
Shakiogs, or Concuſſions of ill founded Powers and Governments, make way 
only for the grand Revolution, by which thoſe Things which are well founded 
and ſettled by Divine Decree and Providence, to work together for his Glory 
in the common good of Mankind, and Advancement of Chriſt's Kingdom to 
that End, ſhall be brought about, pertected, ſettled, and unmoveably Eſtabliſh- 
ed. And this,even in their Aſtrological way, thoſe who give credit thereto, muſt 
be forced to allow, or admit me to conclude, becauſe the tuperiour new Stars fixe 
and of longer continuance, more mighty and univerſal operation, or fignifica- 
tion for Good, muſt needs prevail over, over-rule, and wear out, and ſo ſurvive 
and make uſe of the Operations of the leſſer, miſchievous, weaker, more re.

Dc Significations; according as our learned Aſtrologers tell us of the lefſer Mo» 
derv, and leſs durable Appearances, Comets, &c. compared with the ſaid new 
Stars in Cafſiopes, Cygnus, and Serpentarius, Attendants on this new Monarchy ; 
or, as Poſtellus fains to call it, Chriſt's ſecond Birth, or new Birth of the World, 
or Renovation and vew Edition of the Goſpel. And itis very probable, that he 
gave the Reformation that name of Chriſt's ſecond Birth, and return into che 
World, in contemplation of that new Star which was by our Northern Mags, 
ſo received and interpreted, as diſcovering the Fourth Monarch, and the place of 
his Birth, to thoſe that underſtand Heaven's Language. 

$. 36. Obſerv. 6. Secing then we may conclude, that whatever Commotions 
and Revolutions happen in the Chriſtian World, make for the intereſt of the 
Fourth Monarchy, how contrary ſoever they may for the preſent appear to it 
and its deſigns, So as that our Doctor tells us upon his Obſervation,that Comets 
themſelves, as in Lather's time, and ſince, are Monitors of Eccleſiaſtical Chan- 
ges, and thoſe for the better, to the greater Liberty and Freedom of Proteſtanc 
Churches ; and others tell us, they make way for the Fourth Monarchy, 1 will 
therefore here adventure farcher, to diſcover what I have obſerved, whereby ic 
may better appear what Church, and what Monarchy was ſignified and indica- 
ted by theſe new Stars, to whoſe Intereſts all theſe Commotions muſt finatly co- 
operate. And firft, as to the Church and Reformation pointed out by thar 
Star in Caſſiopea's Chair, it is manifeſt, that it can be no other than that of the 
Reformed Proteſtant of the Church of England, and thoſe that are protected 
under it, and ſubſcribe to its Confeſſion ; and the Monarchy, as manifeſtly ap- 
pears, to be the Britiſh, of England, Scotland, and Ireland, united in the Perſon 
of King Fames in one Monarch, to which France and the other Reformed 
Churches there, as of right they ought, ſo will in due time be united ; the Tran- 


fition being much more Natural and Facile from the French to the Engliſh Reli- 
gion and Liberty, than from the Britiſh to the French Dominion, For upon 


view of our Church Hiſtory, 1 find that the Articles of the Church of England, 
being the common Confeſſion of the Reformed Proteſtants, to which with very 
few grains of Allowance, as well Calviniſts as Lutherans, may without ſcruple 
indifferently ſubſcribe, were formed in the Convocation at Loxdon 1563, in which 
the Reverend, Pious, and Learned Alexander Nowel, Dean of Pauls, was Prolu- 
cutor ; and the ſame were in the Year 1571, by Soveraign Authority enacted 
and eſtabliſhed to be the publick Confeflion of the Engliſh Church, in the Reign 
of Queen Elizabeth. 

$. 37. And about the ſame time a Catechiſm, agreeable to the ſame Articles, 
was Publiſhed, and by Authority enjoyned to be taught in Schools, with this 
Title, Catechiſmus brevis Chriſtiane diſcipline ſummam continens, omnibus Ludi- 
wagiſtris Authoritate Regia commendatus, 

Of the Articles, a late Church Hiſtorian hath theſe words : The Exgliſb and 
Latine Articles of the Church of Exgland, ſet forth in Print in the Year of 
Chriſt 1571, when they were firſt Ratified by A of Parliament, whoſe being 
as obligatory, bears not date nine Years before from their compoſition in Con- 
vocation, but hence from their Confirmation in Parliament, So that there was 
hardly a Years difference betwixt the publication of the Articles of the Refor- 
mation of the Exg/iſþ Church to the World, and the appearance of that Star in 
che Chair of Caſſiopea, giving the whole World warning, and the Wiſe Men aim 
to look out for ſome ſecond glorious diſcovery of the Goſpel. 

.h. 38. And as for the Monarchy of Great Britain, that was yet more 1l1u- 
ſtrared by the appearing of two new Stars, the one two or three Years before, 
and the other.a Year or two after the Union of the Kingdoms of Eng/and and 
Scotland, in the Perſon of King Fames. That which was the Precurſor and Harbin- 
ger (as it were) of this Northern Monarchy, was the forementioned Star in 

the 
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the Breaſt of the Swan 1600; and that which followed and atterided on it, wat 
the Star in the foot of Ophinchus, in the Year 1604, Nor can I fee why auy 
ſhould condemn him of Preſumption, who thould from the Analogy of the Star 
in the Eaſt, directing the Wiſe Men of chole parts to the King of the Jews, our 
Saviour, born about chat time, argue that the uſe of theſe may probably be,patt= 
ly to ſhew tothe Wiſe of our Times and Parts, when and where the true Retor- 
mation and Reforming Monarchy muſt riſe. For as the Star in the Chair of 
Caſſiopes, one of the moſt glorious in the Heavens, ( generally ſpeaking) and 
amongſt the moſt Glorious, choſe of the North, more eſpecially, and the moſt 
conſpicuous part of that Conſtellation ; her Chair it ſelf moſt reſplendent, was 
moſt proper .to ſignifie che ſecond Edition (as I may fay ) or new Birth of the 
Goſpel, or ſecond Birth of Chriſt, as Pofellus would have it ; brought into the 
World by a Virgin Queen, about the rime of that Stars appearance, and then 
ſpread newly all over Europe, as it had been conceived by her Authority ſome 
vine Years before, So in like manner the Star in the Breaſt of the Swan, and 
that other in the foot of Serpentarius, attending at likediſtance on the Birth of 
our Britiſh Monarchy, are as appofice to demonſtrate it to our Northern Wiſe 
Men, that of the Swans Breaſt, its time and place, and that in Serpentarius foot, 
its principal deſign and work, namely, the ruine of that Serpentine Brood, which 
are the preſent ſupport and foot of the Roman Court, their Home and Harbour , 
and Hope, Keeper, Holder up, and Maintainer of the Serpenc and his Kingdom;

Religion and Manners of the whole World according to Chrili's Rule, both for 
Spirituals and Civils, it ſufficed that ſuch new Stars did appear unto them fixed 
in the Starry Orb, as by their motion therewith might deſcribe a Circle; where- 
in.at the time of their appearance, that Reformation and Kingdom did firſt riſe 
and appear, Now if we enquire what Reformation did appear in the World, 
about the time of the appearance of the Star in Coſ/iopea's Chair near the Circle 
its dire& Rays did deſcribe upon the Globe on the Earth, we ſhall find that of 
Queen -El/izaberh, and no other. And again, if we ſeek what Kingdom did 
atiſe about thac tne the Star firſt appeared in the Swans Neck, within the Nors

fion, in'a Roomnot unlike the Banqueting-Houſe at Whire-Mfall, the Crown 1m.- 
perial of Exgland on afaic Table, covered with a rich Carpet ; to-which,placed at 
the upper endof the Table, Richard Cromwel approached , but inſtead of taking 
it up in his Hand, and moung it on his Head, as the Spe@ator hoped, he put 
it down from the Table with his Head ; upon which, his Father ſuddenly draw- 
ivg afide the Curtain at the upper end of the Room, which covered him, and the 
Throne erected there from Obſeryation, reproaching his Son for his folly, and 
ſtawping at him with great Indignation, for loling three Crowns which he had 
ſo fairly, as he ſaid, procured for him, vaniſhed away, and his Son with him, : _ 

Shortly after his Majeſty that now is, Charles the 1I, entered the Room, took 


up the Crown, and having placed it on his Head, ſat down upon the Throne, 
to whom an audable Voice was ſent from above, ia theſe words, |

Head and Hand, would have amounited to no mote than what the Apoſtle affirms, 
That the Fews were our Types ; that whatever happened to'them, was for our 
Inftruction and Comfort, both fo brought about: by God's Providence, and re- 
corded by his Spirit. 50 that as there is no Caſe'of Conſcience which is not an- 
ſwered in Scripture, ſo neither 1s there any Caſe of publick diſtreſs, whereunto 
there is not ſuch a Parallel found in Scripture Hiſtory, ot Prophecy, as may not 
only give the diligetit Enquirer itiſtruction in what ought-to be done by publick 
Societies, or Perſons in ſuch Diſtreſſes, and ſufficient Conſolation in greateſt and 
moſt deſperate Extremities ; but a fore-ſight alſo, and that —_— the Event, 
either to Ruine, 6r Deliverance.” -* Thar fuch an Ideot as Evans, fell upon; and 
ſo ſhrewly applied ſome particular Prophecies ro thoſe' Times particularly in 
which he ſpoke, as' it ſeems ftrange ; ſo it ſhews that ht hid ſome Guide gore 
than common, Angel,or Spirit,or whatever it was. And by the rule he giy?s to 
try Spitits and Prophecies, in his Eccho, printed 1653, Pag. 64, and's F. Ofc, 
and Aftrelogical Prediitions, Pag.B3,84. I find he = no Fcther credit to his 
own Predictions, than he could find ſome pattern for them in Scripture Prophe- 
cies in like Caſes. And one. of the moſt ſhrewd amongſt theſe, we have here 
inſerted, having the advantzge of Riſe Evansin Stile and Education, pretends 
no other authority for his Predi&tions, than that God doth follow the ſame rule 
in his Adminiſtration of the pablick Afﬀairs of Eng/and by his. Providence at this 
day, he had obſerved, and fect down in Scripture for out Inſtrudtion in the Hi- 
{tory of the Old Teſtament, which be had found to be fo infallible a Rule, that 
he doubted not to PrediCt both to the Rump, and Oliver Cromwel, their ſpeedy 
Ruine, and ſometimes boldly limited them a ſhort time; as I could evince, had 
I his Books at command. ' | 

This may ſerve to invite the Readers patience in his peruſal, of what I have 
excerped out of Ariſe Evans, till 1 come in the other parts to examine more 
ſtrictly theſe Prophets or Prodigies.

Sunny day, which comes 
from a Fountain called Biſhops Well, in a Hill in the North-eaſt, called Kader « 
du ruſe, i. Ariſe the Houſe of Charles, ] and it ſcemed to me a glorious day ; 
and about two in the Afternoon, on a ſudden my Brother was gone : [ This he 
interprets to be Chriſt's departing and abſenting himſelf for a ſcaſos, ] I know 
not hew, nor where; and as 1 lifted up my Eyes, the Sun by degrees became 
dark,, ſo that the Stars appeared aboutit. [ By appearance of Sun and Stars in 
darkneſs, ke underſtands the deſtrution of the King and Nobles, Pag. 73. ] 
Ac which darkneſs, the Sheep did cry, and run to ſeek ſhelter, as they uſe- to 
do in thoſe parts. when a Darkneſs comes before a Storm, in the holes of the 
Rocks. { Pag. 74. He calls it Grarg wer, i, the White Rock, becauſe its Stones 
are white : And the foot of it, Gale ronnw, 7. they will give Light, and ſaith, 


that 
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that over this was the Sun when it became dark upon it ; theſe Sheep he iuter: 
prets to be God's People, that adhered to God and the King. J And all the Light 
of Heaven was taken away, that it became ſo dark as Pirch; then appeared by 
a Mad-man's Houle, that lived there when I was a Boy, a great Bov-fire, and 
People making Merry about ir. {| This Mad-mans Houſe was under y Graig goch, 
z, the Red Rock on the South ſide of Sunzy-Day River, the Stones thereot ate 
red like Blood-; he interprets it ro ſtand for the South part of Emglaud, Pag. 74. 
And them at the Mad-wans Houſe that made themſelves a Bon-fire, to ſignific an 
adverſe Power ſet up without God's Approbation, Standing dire&ly oppoſite on 
the contrary fide of the Sunny-Day River to Bringruzog, the dry Hill, whence 
Relief came to reſtore the King, z. Scotland, as he (hews afterwards. ] But as 
I till waited and looked for ſome Light above, I eſpied a little white Cloud 
breaking forth.in. the North-ealt, [' This North-eaſt Hill from whence this glo- 
rious Appearatice came, was Kadader # au ruſe, i, Ariſe the Houſe of Charles, 
the highe(t Hill in Br/#azz, and as he ſuppoſes in all the World; in which Hill is 
the ever-running Biſhops Well, whence the Sanny- Day River bath its head ſource, 
Pag. 73. ] After that the Skie appeared, and on ic the King's Arms, as it is 
upon Blew-in ſome Churches, and it r1d upon the Heavens very terribly towards 
the South-weſt. [© The appearance from the North-eaſt, did (ignify the King's 
Riſing again, and coming __ Enemies from that Coaſt, Pag. 73, Now 
the South-welt, againſt which the King's Arms rode upon the Heavens ſo terribly, 
he interpreteth' Pag. 74, to be the Red Rock on the South fide of the River 
aforeſaid, where the Bon-fire was kindled ; and North, but more Weſtward; 
Moil-dunkyra, i, Baal kindle Fire, and ſtands for Ire/axd.] And as the Light 
appeared, abundance of Water ſprung out of a'dry Hill Northward. [ Pag. 74 
He interprets this dry Hill (from whence he ſaw the Springs of Water guth our 
on the North fide of the River Swzny-Day, and oppotite to the Southern Red 
Rock, and Houſe of the Mad-man, and Boun-fire, with thew that rejoyced at the 
deſtruQion of the King and Nobles) by the name of Bringrugeg, i. Gogs firong 
Hill, to be Scorland ; for Gog, ſaith he, is the chief Prince of the Genrzles, 
quoting Ger. 10. 2,3, 4,5, Ezek. 38. 2,3,6, 2 Eſaras 13.5,6,7,]J _- 

$. 87. This Vihon ſeen in A#g. 1635. when he was a Priſoner for his Teſti- 
mony of God's Juſtice upon theſe Kingdoms for their Sins, ſo long before the 
Iriſþ kindled the Fire, or the Scots, or South of England combined againit the 
King ; and when there was no appearance by any humane Sagacity, that the 
Gold Streamers ( as they were called ) under General Mozk from Scotland, ſhould 
encreaſe ro ſuch ſtrength, mingling with the Sunny-Day River, from Biſhops 
Wel. ;j. the Royal Party , as to build what they had overthrown, deſerves in my 
apprehenſion, not only to be received as a Voice from Heaven, by whar Spir:t

That as Sin hath abounded unto Death, En- 
mity, and Divifion among(t us, ſo now the Grace of Repentance in this ſtate, 
and ſubmiflion unto the Lord's Anointed, | underſtand him, firſt to Chriſt, and 
to the Kivg tor Chriſt's ſake ] might bring us to Love and Union, and to at in 
Righteouſneſs unto Eternal Life, by the Power of God, and our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt in us. 

And whereas it is ſaid of this State, Day. viii. 23. That it ſhall be broken with- 
out hands, 2 Thell, ii, 8. And the Lord ſhall conſume 1t with the Spirit of his 
Mouth. ( Underſtand him of what ever is Antichriſtian in it.) It is only to 
ſhew as like ſayings, Iſa. xi. 4, Dan. xi. 45. what mercy and grace of Repen- 
tance this State ſhall have offered to. them , but Mercy being refuſed, Judgment

That as Joab by David's encouragement, went and ſmote the Jebuſites at 
Feruſalem, ſo ſome Perſon commanding under the King, ſhall go ro Rome and 
{mite the Jeſuits. Now as to the name of Cromwe/ given this General, if it 
were not conditioval as to that Family, if they had reſtored the King, and been re- 
waided for their pains with the Command of his Army as General, nor belong 
to ſome other Noble Perſon of that Name [ as there is a Lord of that Name 
derived from Cromwel, Earl of Eſſex, ſo Famous in King Henry the 8ths time, 
and faral ro Rome, } it muſt ſfignifie ſome bold and ſucceſsful Engliſh General, 
and his Army ſuch as Cromwel poſſibly might be General of about the time of 
this Viſion z or Men of ſuch Spirits or Principles, as they then were. For many

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And whatever the name Cromwel here imports, the Paſſages following tran- 
ſcribed our of his Voice from Heaven, Printed with his Eccho aforeſaid 165 3, 
ſhews that he did foreſee the deſtruction of Rome by ſuch hands. Pag 21, from 
Amas 9, 11, 12, Paralleling the Chriſtian Church of God with us, to that of 
Iſrael and David, he ſaith, 

In Ver, 11, 12, Ye have the King's Tabernacle, or Court, ſet up again, and 
his Kingdom enlarged over all the Earth. And 39. You that look for. Chriſt's 
Perſonal Reign here on Earth, know thart it ſhall be in the Kingly Power eſta- 
bliſhed here again when this State is diſſolved. You that look for the Conver- 
fion of the Jews, know that the aforeſaid King (meaning this preſent King Charles 


the II.) is the means appointed by God to effect it.

$. 90. JO theſe Prodigious Viſions, I may properly enough refer, and here 
with them, record the no leſs miraculous Prophetical and Prodigi- 

ous Appearances, noc unlike Viſions, ſcen in a Stone ot the Agar ſort, of an 
Aſh gray colour, drawing towards a Blew, given in tor an advantage to his Bar- 
gain, as a Curioſity only of little value, with a parcel of other Stones ſold to 
Eylers of — about the Year 16co, and now, orlately in the 


poſſeſſion of Mr. Martin Eylers, a Perſon well known, as I. am informed, in 
ſome Princes Courts in Gerwany, Son, Grandchild, or deſcended trom the firtt 


Purchaſer aforeſaid, who hath ſhewed it ro many at his Lodgings in Carter- Lane, 


near Dottors Commons, and elſewhere in Loxdon. 
This Stone is of an Oval form, of the breadth of a Silver Two-pence, of the 


thickneſs of a Copper Farthing ; irs ground is Aſh colour, as hath been ſaid + 
but it is flecked and dapled as it were on the one fide, after the manner of ſome 
Agats, with a whitiſh Cloud of the exa@ ſhape of an Head and Neck, wich a 
full balf-ſide Face turned towards the right Hand. The Ground is tranſparenc 

when held againſt the Light, but the Head drawn thereon is not, This Stone 
having been long (about 80 Years, as I have ſaid) in this Family of Eylers, and 
ſometimes ſet in a Ring, yet nothing was obſerved in it ſave that white cloud 

unknown Face, till ſome Years wr the Treaty at Munſter, when firft __ 
Pope's Nuncio there , afterwards Pope Alexander the 7th, . became famouſ] 

known in Germany, and all over Europe , he firſt, and then others, were noted 4 
them who knew him, and them Perſonally, and by their Pictures or Medals - 
be exactly repreſented in this Stone, according to the remarkable features of 
their Faces. Yet were not the greater part of them diſcovered, till about ten 
Years ago, and fince that time, | yet unknown Faces and Appearances are 
diſcerned therein, Thoſe that are generally known, or have been diſcerned and 
known by Travellers are, 1. The atoreſaid Jarge halt Face, to be the Image of 
Pope Alexander the 7th, with his Head avd Neck, wherein all the other Faces on 
that ſide are contained, being made up of ſome part of his ſaid Head, Face, or 
Neck, according as it is differently expoſed to the light and tranſpoſed, or view- 
ed, whole, or partly covered. 2. In the fide of his Cheek the next largeſt Face is 
ſeen, being three quarters of the Face of , Leopolaus, the preſent Emperour 
of Germany, whoſe Features are very remarkable. 3, In the top of the Popes 


Head, is the full Head and Face of Lewis the 1 4+h, tie preſent King of Fraxce, 
N holding 
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holding the Pope's Head in its right Situation, but in the ſame place by turning 
the Pope's Head downwards and Neck upwards. 4-. The preſent Dauphin of 
France is ſeen. 5+ Behind in the hinder part of the Pope's half Head, and elſe- 
where therein, ſundry other Princes are plainly diſcerned, but drawn ſo cloſe one 
upon anothers Cheek, as it were Scale upon Scale, that ſome weak Eyes cannot 
diſcern them diſtin&tly, unleſs ſome parc of the Pope's Head, which makes up 
other Features, be covered. Amongſt them John Caſimir, King of Poland, is 
very remarkable. 6, Afﬀer him is bis Neighbour, the Duke of Muſcovy ; 
7. and the Emperours of Tartaria, Perſia, and others of the remote parts of the” 
World, partly unkoown, as Iam informed. 8. The Emperour of T»rky's Fea- 
tures, with his Turbant and an Halt-Moon thereon, make up the finiſhing and 
laſt lines of the Pope's Neck ; fo that the Papacy makivg as it were the Body, the 
Twrk and the King of Fraxce, are as it were the Poles of this Map of the 
Worlds Monarchs. 

$. 91. Afﬀeer the ſeveral different Reſemblances of ſo many diſtint, known, 
and unknown Faces, were found on the Pope's fide of this Stone, the Owner was 
defirous to try it the other fide, which was yet rough and unpoliſhed, would 
produce any thing, and gave it unty a Workman ; who upon a Mill, ſuch as is 
uſed for poliſhing of Diamonds, wrought it down ſo long, till there roſe there- 
in the appearance of an Angel in a long Robe, holding a Flower as it were a 
Scepter in his Hand. Burt this appearance being not white after the manner of 
the Cloud on the contrary fide, bur darker, and the Hand, or ſome other part 
of the Angel unperfe& : The Owner and Workman, thinking by farther poliſh- 
ivg, to bring this Angel to better Cotour, Form, and Perfeftion, applied it again 
to the Wheel, which by two turns only, quite ground out the Image of the An- 


gel, and wholly fruſtrated their expectation, and diſcouraged them from work- 


ing any farther on that fide, fearing to loſe what was ( as it ſeems) hid under 
that Angel ; and now appeared not thadowed, in a white Cloud, as the Faces 
on the Pope's fide, but drawn as it were to the Lite, in painting Colours ; name- 
ly, at the two oppoſite Oval-ends of the Stone, where the Angel's Head and Feet 
did appear before, the Reſemblances of (harles the Firft, and Oliver Cromwel. 
The Face of King Charles was of a pale, wan , and not lively Colour and 
hew, but his Features exactly and pertedtly repreſented, with the Hair of his 
Face rough, as they Painted him, who imitated the Piftures drawn of him ſhort- 
ly after his Death, in painting Colours, and his Neck alſo bloody red, as if he 
had been newly Beheaded. 

By turning down his Picture on the oppoſite end of the Oval, appeared the 
reſemblance of Oliver Gromwel, painted ro the Life, with a red flaming Noſe and 
Countenance, his Head bare, but Armed downwards from his Shoulders, and 
there rounded of, no other armed Picture on either fide, 

The Owner hath expoſed this Stone to ſale at Rome, and elſe-where, but de- 
mands a greater rate than any Chapman thinks reaſovable to be given for ſuch a 
Curiolity. . 

It is believed, that if the Owner durſt gently rub the Angel ſide, and poliſh 
it a little more, the Picture of Charles the Second, would appear perfectly there- 
in, which now is ſcarce diſcernable, ſave only by ſuch excellent Eyes as have 
been uſed to draw Work, or Paint in minuture. Becauſe, 

$. 92. It happens alſo in the Came manner on the other (ide, that ſome Faces 
are diſcerned by good Eyes, which are altogether imperceptible to them of weak 
ſight. For my part, I rather believe, that if the Angel had not been poliſhed 
off, beſides theſe two Images which now appear, as the contrary Poles of the 
Proteſtant Reformed World, other Faces would have been diſcovered in his 
Robe, and orher parts of that Image, as probably the King of Sweden, and 
Denmark, at leaſt, though the Lutherans in their Perſecuting vain, may juſtly 


expect 
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expect to be devoured themſelves in the Babylonian Romiſh Confuſions, whilſt 
they ſeek to Devour and Perſecute other Proteſtants more fiercely and intollera- 
bly in ſome places, than the Papiſts themſelyes in Germany, and have by their un: 
charitable Vehemency, deſtroyed in a manner all the Churches of their own 
Confeſſion in Lirhuania, protected by the Reformed Gentry there; ſo long as 
chey would own their friendly Accommodation and Comprehenſion, whereby the 
brought them to partake equally with themſelves in the publick legally eſtabliſhe 
Liberty, which is by their troward needleſs Separation, much weakned and en- 
dangered at this Day. - x ORE 

That neither the Princes, nor States of Italy, nor the King of Spaiz, nor 
Portugal, are ſeen in the other {ide of the Stone, may be from this Reaſon ; That 
Spain is comprized under the Ewperour, in the Houſe of Avufiria, and Italy under 
the Pope, as chiet Heads 5 and the States having no certain Princes; can have 
no Repreſentatives in theſe Maps of the oppoſite Worlds, neither on the one ſide 
nor the other. | |

$. 93. 1+ Thatwhich is to my preſent purpoſe, and I would farther com: 
mend to the Reader's conſideration concerning this Stone, its Deſcription and 
Hiſtory, is, Thar ic ſeems to have been produced either by the immediate Finger 
of God, or by his Hand-maid Nature, wonderfully and curiouſly guided by Nis 
Providence, as in the exquiſite Needle Work ( ſo the Pſalmiſt's Hebrew hath it ) 
of Man's Body formed in the Womb. We reade in Hiſtory, that King Pyrrhus 
had a Stone in which were ſome Reſemblances, which thoſe Times would needs

That the Author meant ſome King of Fraxce, or one that is allied to, and bears 
the French Lillies, is manifeſt , becauſe the Kingdoms he devotes to deftrution, 
are the known Enemies of France, and to whoſe Conqueſt he ſeems moſt pro- 
penſe and adapted. And by the Iſlands, I underſtand thoſe of the Mediterra- 
nean, with which it is moſt Re: he may begin to facilitate his Conqueſt of 
1taly after Spain, which he hath in his Power already. Here is no mention of 
the German Empire, as if that were already Extin&, or the Princes of it at his 
Devotion. The Engliſh ſeem to be of his Confederacy, being vot named a- 
mong(t his Conqueſts, and too conſiderable ( eſpecially in their Naval Force ) 
and proper to afliſt him, to be wholly forgotten, unleſs united with him. Thus 
far the Analogy holds well with our expe&ted Northern Monarchy, but his for- 
cing the Chriſtian Religion on the Barbarians, by the terrours of preſent Death, 
is not agreeable to that Kingdom of Chriſt, whoſe Scepter is Love, and which 
muft certainly ſwallow up all other Powers: Nor muſt I difſemble, that this

123. A Manuſcript Book was brought a litcle before the Fire of Loxaos, 
1666, to a Bookſeller, by an unknown Perſon, who deltred to have ic Printed 
and Publiſhed, which declared before-band what came to paſs us Predicted in 
that Fire, The Bookſeller retuſed to Print it, becauſe.it was not Licenſed ; fo 


the Author took away his Book with him; In the time of the Fire, this Book- 
feller 
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ſeller being very buſie, ſaw this Author paſſing by, and told him; That becauſe 
he had ſo plainly predicted it, he had cauſe to ſuſpe&t that his hand was in it. 
Nay, replied the ſtrange Author, if I had been acceſſary to ſo wicked a pur- 
poſe, I would not have offered my Book to Publication, which I wrote for the 
diſcovery and prevention thereof, And added, There will follow a more dread- 
ful execution by Sword than this by Fire, and after that a Famine, if God dea! 
with us as we deſerve.

I will conclude with Walter L:izn's Admonition to the Reader, of certain Gey- 
man Emblem Prophecies, Publiſhed by him firſt in Edward the 6th's tickliſh 
Reign, and Reprinted ſeaſorably in 1588, for our Proteſtant Countrymens en- 
couragement, when the invincible Cruſado and Navy invaded us. Whether 
theſe, ſaith he, or ſuch like Prophecies, be of God or no, let the Godly judge. 
But ſurely, it is commonly ſeen when God will ſhew his Diſpleaſure and Indig- 
nation, and intends to brivg to paſs ſome great Act, that all Creatures do pro- 
phelie before, and give Waroiog, although it help but little. Prophets pro- 
pheſied the Subverſion of Jeruſalem, Chrift threatned, the Apoſtles warned, all 
availed nor, They heard Voices in the Temple, they ſaw Signs in the Ele- 
ment, they heard Battels in the Clouds. Mad-men, and ſuch as were out of 
their Wits did prophelic it unto them, ' but all theſe Signs prevailed not. They 
were deſtroyed, becauſe they deſpiſed God's Word, Even ſo it ſhall happen to 
the Papiſts. Daniel, Zachary, Chriſt, Paul, 2 Tim.2. 1 Tim.4. Peter, 2.Pet.2. 
Their own Biſhops, Abbots, Monks, Nuns;: Aſtronomers, lopg fince prophe- 
ſied it to them ; common Rumour, Prove: bs, Viſions, Signs, all prevailed no- 
thipg ; therefore muſt they be deſtroyed, there is no remedy : That which they 
will not now, they muſt ſee to their Grief at laft, when all helpis paſt, 

Wherefore let no good Chriſtian grieve himſelf with them, but rather ſuffer 
and take with Patience, and pray unto God to revenge the Blood of his Saints, 
and ſpeedily deliver us from thoſe crue} Tyrants. Thereby ſhall a Man get a 
greater Conqueft over them, than by -Sword and Armour. God knows well 
where ſuch a Titus is, as ſhall be che deſtruftion of thoſe Arrogant Rabbies » To 
whom be all Honour, Praiſe, Glory, &, Amen, So this good Man. 
| Fohn Aurelius Augurelits, in the ſecond Book of his Chryſopeia, deſcribes and 
commends the forementioned admired Agat of King Pyrrhus, (wv. 4. 93. ) whoſe 
Verſes on that Subje&, I thought not unworthy to be inſerted here ( rather than 
to trouble the Margent there ) with their Eng/;/b Tranſlation ; not only becauſe 
of the likeneſs of the Subject, but alſo, leſt perhaps any Reader not verſed in 
the Greek Hiſtory, ſhould think our Modern Relation the leſs Credible, becauſe 
unparalell'd in all former Times. His words are theſe :

| Fter I had Tranſcribed this, to meet with their Incredulity, which would; 
as I conjecture, ſeek ſhelter from the unexampled varicties of the Images;

obviate here alſo, namely, that the Features appropriated in this Relation to ſe- 
veral Perſons, -as namely tothe Tark, Pope, Emperour, and King of Erg/and; 
are only the Draughts of the beholders Fancies, or impoſed upon them by the 
Relators. To this I anſwer? That it is as uſual for Perſons, who view the beſt 
drawn Pieces ofthe moſt excellent Painters, to differ in their Judgments abouc 
chem, and ſometo fancy them to be more, and ſome to be leſs, or nor at all like 
the Original. 2.:T hat as in other Pitures, ſo much more in theſe, the curious 
Artiſt verſt in Minuture, whoſe Eyes ſerve them to work in Draughts to others 
unperceptible, are the trueſt judges. 3. That ordinary Eyes on firſt view, with- 
out being at all impoſed on, have been able to name the Perſons forementioned, 
without any ſuggeſtion from others , and curious Artiſts,pratiſed in Painting,di- 
ſcern mavy more than others can either ſee or fancy. So that, in truth, che 
who would reprove others of credulous Faticies, who ſee the aforeſaid Reſem- 
blances in this Stone, do diſcover their own diſtruſtful Fancies, in contradicting 
their own and others better Eyes in thoſe Objes, of which they are the moſt 
proper Judges, and whilſt with roo much caution they avoid the impuration of 
Credulity, they lay themſelves roo open to the cenſure of the contrary rude and 
leſs tolerable Vice, 4. Some of the Features aforementioned, ate too notorious 
to be miſtaken by thoſe who know them, and all who ſee then in this Stone, and 
concur in opinion of their Reſemblance to one and the ſame Perſon ( who are 
not a few ) caunot be thoughr to be led by fancy coſuch an agreement, and much 
leſs tocombine to deceive others. See the Figures of Alexander the 7th. &c. 

Since this, I underſtand chat Mr. E/lers is returved ivto England, and is at 
preſentin London, IF 1 can by any diligent inquiry come to ſpeak with him, I

1664, which joyned it ſelf with avother, which appeared about Exfter 
1665, near the Ears of the Ram, and became the Sun's 4944 25m beyond 
what hath been known in any former Age ; and angther about Eafter, 1677, 
which he there terms the ſwift Execucor of all the foregoing Scars, Comets, and 
ConjunRions, and the introducer of Changes upon tie whole World. In the 
ſame Page, Paragraph 96, and 97, he thus diſcourſes: Theſe ordinary and ex- 
traordioary Witneſſes, the fore-runvers of the greateſt Alteratious, though they 
ſurpaſs the Wits of Heathen Aſtrologers, yer do they fo clearly atteit the Change 
of all Kingdoms, that the publick and private written and Moral Conceits of all 
Men agree in this ; That ſome unheard of Revolution.is to be expe&ted. Bur, 
ſaith he, there is no Aſtrologer of thofe I have feen; whoſe Conjeures have come 
nearer the Truth, than the Almanack- Writer of Staden, who expreſly com- 
pares the two Comets of 64, and 65,to two who gave in their evidence before a 
Judg, and the 34 to a publick Herald, proclaiming the ſentence given in upon 
the foregoing Evidence :. And therefore declares his opinion, That within: 24 
Months, ( viz. * before Ezfter, 1679.) the Work of God will be Manifeſted, 
by preparing the whole Roman and Tark;ſs Empire for quite: anather War, than 
is now believed, which is to laſt cillthe next Age, and to run over the greateft 
part of the whole World ; and that the end of it will be the Propagation of the 
Goſpel in the Eaſt, and the return of the Chiftian Church tothe place of its
